WEXFORD ADMINISTRATOR'S

Reserved j was delivered in the 
action which was brought by Richard Finn 

a farmer, of Kilbride, Ramsgrange. County 
Wexford, claiming, as administrator, a. de. 
claration that sums of £910 and £700 on de.

I may drop off any day, as she did, ant I 
want you to have this money.” The 
tiff was unable to contradict this evi mh 
and stated that John Sheehan said to him 
that he would give the Kehoes the £100 tha 
they had brought in to him; that was to sar. 
his wife's — “and that that finished 
them with the place.’ His lordship was 
satisfied that, while the late John Sheehan 
was anxious that his nephew and other next. 
of-kin should get the farms, he did not wish 
him or them to know how he was circum- 
stanced at the bank. 

His lordship doubted that John Sheehan 
would have sent for Margaret Kehoe in the 
way he did unless he intended to give her 
some substantial benefit. He could hardly 
believe that John Sheehan was not concerned 
that Julia Moran, who had been his house 
keeper for thirty-three years, should not be 
provided for; John Sheehan probably was 
satisfied that aret Kehoe would see to 
that, but he sail not have hoped that the 
plaintiff would do anything for her. 

Mr. Justice Meredith in conclusion said that 
as, on mature consideration, he accepted the 
story deposed to by Margaret Kehoe and 
Julia Moran, he must dismiss the action.

SWEDISH MATCH AND KREUGER 
COMPANIES. 

Owing to doubts raised by certain state 
ments im the Press, ths Secretary of the 
Swedish Match and Kreuger Comyat.ies’ 
British Protective Committee has received 
many enquiries from shareholders regarding 
tae possibility of their agg Bes lability on 
the shares of Swedish tch Co. and 
Kreuger and Toll Co. The Committee caused 
a specific enquiry to be made te the official 
Committee of Investigation in Stockholm, and 
has received the following reply by cable :— 
“To the Secretary of the British Protective 
Committee, Lombard street, London— 
Pursuant to your request, the Committee for

and that ownership of the shares of these

UNILEVER RESULTS. 

The great margarine combine of Unilever, 
Limited, with which is associated Lever 
Brothers, Limited, and various Dutch under- 
takings, and which has a controlling interest 
in multiple shops, has issued a report for 
1951 that must be regarded us very 
satisfactory, having in view the adverse con- 
ditions of the period. ‘ihe net profit 
of the English company (Unilever, Limited) 
amounted to £1,733,845, showing a reduction 
of only £65,000. The Preference dividend 
requires more than before, and, although the 
distribution on the Ordinary shares at 10 
per cent. 1s nominally unaltered, assuming a 
certain exchange rate for the Dutch guilders, 
the payment requires £100,000 more than 
before owing to the larger amount of capital 
ranking. In the previous year there was a 
transfer of £600,000 to general reserve, while 
on this occasion £350.000 has been set aside 
as a special reserve, no further addition being 
made to the former item. ‘There will then 
remain £108,814 to be carried forward, 
against £45,197 brought in. ‘The figures of 
the Unilever N.V. Company are given in 
florins instead of sterling as previously. ‘The 
accounts of Unilever, Limited, show an in- 
crease of £2,178,804 in investments in 
associated companies, representing the cost 
of the acquisition of Lever Brothers shares 
since converted into £1,500,000 Ordinary 
stock. The cash and builion at bank and in 
hand has risen from £259,756 to £1,227,571, 
the corresponding increase in the case of 
Unilever N.V. having been from florins 
5.441,383 to florins 15,927,066. The combined 
total of this item of the two Unilever 
companies, Lever Brothers and of the five 
subsidiaries of Unilever is £5,643,047, taking 
the exchange rate current on Décember 3st 
last. As the actual rate of exchange for the 
payment of the ordmary dividend on 
Unilever, Limited, shares is to be determined 
on the date of declaration, any difference 
between the rate on that day and that 
provisionally adopted will be adjusted in the 
amount carried forward. In anticipation of 
the report, Unilever shares yesterday 
improved to 26s. ód., at which the yield is 
7% per cent., without allowing for the balance 
dividend in the price. 


OFF THE GOLD STANDARD. — 
Under the title of “ Reflections on the 
Sterling wi “á Mr. J. M. Keynes dis- 
cusses in Lloyd's Bank Monthly Review 
past and current monetary policy. He points 
out that the stability of the pound is deter- 
mined by three separate forces—namely, the 
balance of payments on income account, the 
balance of payments on capital account, and 
the balauce of payments on speculative 
accounts. As regards our future, he gives 
some evidence of the revival in British trade 
since the suspension of the gold standard, 
and looks to an early reduction of the adverse 
balance on income account from £100,000,000 
to £50,000,000 per annum, though a favour- 
able balance will not be restored until a rise 
m world prices enables our foreign-owned 
equities once more to yield us an income. 
Finally, he looks to the future of gold. It 
was not the case last autumn that sterling 
went off gold, but that gold went off sterling, 
and in so doing set in motion forces which 
are undermining the creditor position of the 
gold standard countries, and will tend 
towards the depreciation of the dollar and the 
franc. This will enable Great Britain to re- 
cover her former position, and Mr. Keynes 
hopes that we shall resist an appreciation of 
our exchange until we have restored the 1929 
sterling price level. It is reasonable to hope 
that we are now moving out of the phase of 
financial crisis, so far as Great Britain is con: 
cerned, but a prolonged interval of ultra-cheap 
money may be needed to revive industry. Our
